That it will be- 
come very popular with tboae who wish 
to send email sums of money is evident 
The plan oi tending money it ae follows: 
The remitter makes an application to 
the postmaster, letting forth his own 
name and residence, the amount in United 
States currency he withes to send, the 
name and residence of tbe person who ie 
to have the money. 
For his money he 


receives a receipt which embodies the 
facts of the application. 
The postmaster 


then forwardi to the postmaster of New 
York a statement of the receipt of monoy 
from the remitter, and an order for him 
to forward, in sterling, the gold value of 
the money, to the party for which it is in- 
tended. 
The gold value is fixed by the 


current premium on gold the day the 
order reaches the New Tork cflioe, and 
the pound sterling rated at $4 86 gold. 
The fee whioh tho remitter pays, covers 
all expenee of exchange, &J.

BRILLIANT ATJROBAI. DISPLAY.—There 


was a brilliant display of tbe Aurora 
Boreahs shortly after sunset last evening. 
This remarkable phenomenon is supposed 
to be a luminous discharge of supera- 
bundant magnetism, occurring 
in tbe 


North and Sontb, where the atmosphere 
i« highly magnetic, and it denotes the 
conclusion of a magnetic storm. It hag 
been observed that magnetic disturbances 
or storms in the tun instantaneously affect 
tbe earth, whioh becomes visible in mag- 
nets, and telegraphic instruments, and at 
finch times the aurora is most brilliant 
and remarkable. The aurora makes a 
crackling and hissing noise in tho north- 
ern regions; it is, however, very ieldom 
heard in the lower latitudes. 
In severe 


magnetic storms and auroral displays, 
such as occurred about this time last year, 
tbe olectttcal earth currents were to 
powerful that 
it 
became impossible 


to 
read 
a 
telegram. 
The 
wires 


running east and west suffered the most, 
and insulation afforded no protection, as 
the Atlantic oabla was more seriously af- 
fected than any other line. Where icveral 
wires were available the ground wires wero 
out, and a complete circuit was made with 
two wire». 


The reappearance of the?e auroral illu 


ruinations and magnetic storms tells of 
rapid changes o! temperature, and, as they 
are said to be caused by the spots on the 
sun, we may take it for granted that the 
great solar luminary is once more under- 
going the proosss that brings the leopard 
out in a new drosr.
